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Tories reveal shocking extent of council's financial crisis 


HARLOW Council is in even deep¬ 
er financial trouble than previously 
feared, with the revelation that it 
could end up being a staggering 
£10m in the red. 

In a disclosure which dwarfs last year’s 
£1.8m budget black hole, the authority’s 
new Conservative rulers admitted this 
week that patching up the shocking finan¬ 
cial position is a “huge challenge”. 

Tory leader Andrew Johnson and his deputy 
Simon Carter warned some projects may be 
held up for years as they struggle to get the 
council back into the black. 

Before the May election which ousted the 
ruling Labour/Liberal Democrat coalition, it 
was predicted spiralling costs and inflation 
would lead to a shortfall in the council’s gener¬ 
al fund, needing £2.4m of savings by the end of

2008-09 just to safeguard current spending. 

But since taking control and analysing the 
books, the pair say they have discovered even 
more serious financial problems, including: 

# an extra £lm shortfall in the current budget, 
set in February, due to over-estimated income 
from fees and charges, under-estimated energy 
costs and inflation plus an unexpectedly high 
fee from Government auditors; 

# a £lm shortfall in the 2007-08 housing cap¬ 
ital budget because £800,000 was ‘borrowed’ 
from the following year’s budget to plug a gap 
and because the proceeds of Right To Buy prop¬ 
erty sales have been diverted to essential non¬ 


housing projects; 

# a potential £1.5m shortfall in the 2007-08 
non-housing capital budget because of over- 
optimistic expectations of income from the 
council’s asset disposal programme and a 
decline in Right To Buy sales; 

# a gaping £4m potential hole in the 2008-09 
non-housing capital budget due to dozens of 
projects either being promised or already given 
the go-ahead despite the council not having the 
money to pay for them. 

On top of this, the authority needs to find 
£400,000 to replenish reserves after panic-raid¬ 
ing them in January following the last budget 
crisis. Taken altogether, the financial pressures 
add up to a potential black hole of £9.9m at the 
end of 2008-09. 

Mr Carter told the Star the startling figure 
was a “worst-case scenario” based on a collapse 
of the council’s asset disposal programme - but

A STUDENT died when he 
plunged from a Spanish hotel 
window during a holiday prank. 
Mark Day (20), pictured above, 
formerly of Elwood Close, 

Harlow, was in Magaluf with 
friends when he died on Sunday 
evening. 

As a forfeit for losing a hand of 
poker, he was dared to strip to his 
underwear and sprint along a fifth 
floor hotel corridor - but he lost 
his balance, hurtled towards a 
window and plummeted 12m 
(40ft) to his death. Paramedics 
tried to revive him but he was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
Keen badminton player and 
Arsenal fan Mr Day had just 
completed his end-of-year 
accountancy exams and was on 
holiday to celebrate. 

Raised in Harlow, he moved to 
Braintree, Essex, with his parents, 
sister and brother about eight 
months ago. 

On Tuesday, former neighbour 
Maureen Salle paid tribute to a 
“very polite boy” and offered her 
condolences to his family. 

“It was such a shock to hear about 
Mark, especially when you’ve 
watched someone growing up,” 
she said. “He was a very polite 
boy and would always say hello.”

A TEENAGE girl fears 
she has been condemned 
to a life of exclusion due 
to a blunder which 
means she has no proof 
of her identity. 

Jade Jacobs-Brooks (16), 
pictured right, has no birth 
certificate, no passport and 
no way of proving who she 
is because of a mix-up when 
she was born prematurely 
during a holiday in Spain. 

Spanish officials issued a 
temporary passport to get her 
back to Britain in 1992 - but 
when the family got home they 
were told her birth could not be 
registered because they did not 
have the necessary documenta¬ 
tion. 

And despite her parents con¬ 
tacting 10 Downing Street, 
Buckingham Palace and lobby¬ 
ing MP Bill Rammell since 
1997, Jade is still no closer to 
getting the documents.

The situation came to a head 
recently when she applied for a 
Saturday job at Sainsbury’s 
only to be told she cannot be 
employed until she can prove 
who she is. 

Now she is worried she will 
never be able to get a job, marry 
or go abroad. 

Speaking to the Star, the for¬ 
mer Burnt Mill pupil, of 
Longfield, Harlow, said: “What 
really upset me was when I 
tried to get a job at Sainsbury’s 
-1 thought everything would be 
fine because I had managed to 
get myself a National Insurance 
number, but when I said I had 
no identity documents the atti¬ 
tude changed. 

“It was as if I was in the 
wrong and was on the fiddle, or 
trying to do something illegal. I 


felt like I shouldn’t be there.” 

She added: “I just want to get 
this situation sorted out because 
it’s stopping me doing all the 
normal things people do. It’s 
really getting me down.” 

Her father Victor (52) added: 
“We’re at our wits’ end. This 
has been going on for 16 years 
and it’s beyond a joke now. Jade 
is becoming so depressed.” 

Mr Rammell said he had 
“real sympathy” for the family, 
adding: “The problem is a com¬ 
plex one because it involves the 
legal system of another country 
and would be costly to resolve 
through the Spanish courts. 

“I am therefore writing again 
to the Foreign and Home 
Secretaries to see if there is 
anything they can do to help 
resolve the situation.” 


Order for car flasher 


A PERVERT who twice 
exposed himself to young girls 
has been given a three-year 
community order. 

David Liddon (25), of The 
Hides, Harlow, exposed himself 
to the teenagers from his car 
when parked in Hoddesdon. 

At St Albans Crown Court on 
Tuesday, he admitted two 
counts of indecent exposure. 

Ann Evans, prosecuting, said 
that on February 21 last year 
Liddon exposed himself to two 
girls as they walked past his car. 
They had the presence of mind 
to take down the registration 
number of his car and it was 
passed onto the police. 

The same thing happened 


again on August 9 last year. 
Miss Evans said the circum¬ 
stances were almost identical, 
with the defendant sitting in his 
car exposing himself as a 
teenage girl walked past. On 
this occasion, the number plate 
was again taken down and 
passed to the police. 

Judge John Plumstead said 
that as well as the three-year 
community order, there would 
be a supervision requirement to 
run for the same period. 

He told Liddon he must also 
attend a sex offenders’ treat¬ 
ment programme. He is further 
banned from employment 
which involves working with 
children.

Ofsted report 
on college is 
encouraging 

EDUCATION watchdogs have 
told Harlow College it is making 
“reasonable progress” in four out 
of five main inspection areas. 
May’s Office for Standards in 
Education monitoring report 
states that only A-level and AS- 
level progress was insufficient. 
Last September, Ofsted was 
highly critical of many aspects 
of education at the college as a 
result of principal Colin 
Hindmarch’s new teaching and 
learning strategy, which saw 80 
tutors quit, sacked or made 
redundant. 

However, the new report stated 
vocational and workplace 
learning and the quality of 
educational provision, including 
the college’s efforts in the 
reduction of class sizes, were on 
the up. 

Class observation to aid tutor 
progress, as well as the 
management of the curriculum, 
were also given the okay. 

But the report said A-level 
students still express 
reservations about “the 
inconsistent quality of teaching” 
and added: “The legacy of staff 
turbulence is reflected in poor 
January module results, 
including the low level of high 
grades ... the college has taken 
swift and decisive action on 
these results, but it is as yet too 
early to judge their full impact.” 
The report compliments the 
college on the outcomes for 
apprenticeships, which it said 
have improved markedly. 

Mr Hindmarch said: “This report 
is a positive affirmation of the 
progress the college is making as 
a result of professional 
commitment and teamwork on 
the part of all involved.” 

He added: “The college has been 
through a turbulent time, but it’s 
time to draw a line under the 
past and focus fully on the 
college’s future success.”

County's not so van-tastic job 


WORKMEN resurfaced a potholed, 
rutted road - but went around a van! 
Although Tye Green Village Road 
residents were notified of the works, 
the owner of a maroon van failed to 
move his vehicle. 

But instead of letting the problem 
hold them up, Essex County 
Council’s highways department 


workmen ploughed on regardless, 
laying Tarmac around the van where 
it stood. 

Resident Pat Roberts, of Tye Green 
Village, said: “Now there is just a big 
dip in the road.” 

County council highways cabinet 
member Norman Hume said work 
would be finished in the near future. 


PROPOSALS for an eco- 
town 12 miles from Harlow 
have been met with fears it 
could have an adverse effect 
on the town’s economy. 

A cross-party group of coun¬ 
cillors has agreed to oppose draft 
plans for the 265-hectare site 
near Elsenham after concerns 
were raised about its potential 
impact on any future develop¬ 
ment at Harlow North. 

A report submitted to the policy 
and resources committee on 
Thursday warned the proposed eco- 
town - a development of 5,000 envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly homes built to 
zero-carbon standards - would be 
likely to attract jobs related to the 
expansion of Stansted Airport and 
provide serious competition for 
infrastructure investment and county 
council resources. 

Councillor Chris Millington 
(Liberal Democrat) said he agreed 
with the concept of an eco-town 
but felt its proposed location could 
jeopardise the future growth of 
Harlow. 

“I’m quite happy that we should 
oppose these plans,” he told the 
meeting. “In principle, I’m not 
against the concept of eco-towns but 
there is no doubt in my mind that 
such a town near Elsenham would be 
detrimental to Harlow because of its

close proximity to Stansted Airport.” 

His concerns were echoed by new 
council leader Andrew Johnson 
(Conservative), who added: 
“Although I too welcome the idea of 
eco-towns, this is something the 
Government has not yet properly 
thought through. 

“I feel that Elsenham is not the 
right location to build such a town. It 
would suck the life out of the regen¬ 
eration of Harlow and the future 
development of Harlow North, 
which I am a strong supporter of. 

“Ultimately, we’re all here to get 
the best deal for Harlow possible and 
that’s why I won’t be supporting this 
proposed development.” 

Speaking to the Star on Friday, 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell - also a 
staunch champion of Harlow North - 
claimed any development at 
Elsenham would ultimately benefit 
Harlow’s continuing growth by com¬ 
plementing ongoing improvements 
to local infrastructure. 

“The eco-town proposal makes a 
firm commitment to make use of the 
existing infrastructure provision in 
the area and to include a range of 
new business sites within the devel¬ 
opment, thus reducing the need to 
rely on employment opportunities at 
Stansted,” he said.

£827,000 moved from housing to 
non-housing spending, which will 
also be bolstered by 100 per cent of 
all the money raised from Right To 
Buy property sales up to the end of 
September.

he warned that the continuing credit crunch 
and economic slowdown made this a danger¬ 
ous possibility. 

Mr Johnson said: “I can see now why (for¬ 
mer Labour joint council leader ) Tony Durcan 
stood down before the election - we knew 
when we came in we would be faced with 
some financial difficulties but I am frankly 
shocked to find out what we’ve inherited. 
When you get into the details it’s scary. 

“To come into office and discover that you 
might need to find £10m just to stand still - 
without doing any of the stuff we want to do - 
is thoroughly depressing. 

“It’s going to be a big challenge and we’re 
going to have to take some difficult decisions. 
The problem we have politically is that if we 
start selling things off there will be a section of 
people up in arms about nasty Tories selling 


off the family silver. But as much as I don’t 
want to sell off the family silver, we might not 
have any option.” 

Mr Durcan scorned the claims yesterday 
(Wednesday): “Every nook and cranny of the 
finances of Harlow Council has been scruti¬ 
nised, revised and looked at both internally 
and externally. 

“If someone is saying that we have deceived 
the community in this way then what they’re 
also saying is that the officers are corrupt. 

“Is what’s really behind this that the 
Conservatives want to privatise and close 
down services and then shift the blame onto 
the previous administration?” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell agreed: “Unless 
the council’s chief executive and senior offi¬ 
cers verify these claims, then the Tories should 
withdraw them. I feel this is a smokescreen to 
justify cuts in service that the Conservatives 
want to implement.”

VANDALS have wrecked a Harlow commu¬ 
nity success story and left scores of children 
unable to play baseball. 

The Northbrooks Recreation Ground baseball 
diamond has been left pock-marked with holes, 
forcing up to 100 children aged five and above to 
wait until it is repaired before they can resume play. 

The attack came just weeks after the area was refur¬ 
bished at a cost of nearly £100,000 with funding secured 
from Barclays bank. 

Greensox Baseball founder and coach Albert Hobdell 
branded the culprits “scum” and said: “They have dug 
several holes into the diamond and filled them with bot¬ 
tles and smashed them, making it too dangerous for the

kids to play on. 

“I have no idea how much it will cost to replace or how 
long before we can play on it again. The sting in the tail 
is that we can’t get insurance because it’s not secure.” 

Mr Hobdell, chairman of the Harlow District 
Neighbourhood Watch Scheme, said Harlow Council had 
refused permission to fence the area because it was for 
community use. 

”1 also asked if their CCTV 
cameras could cover the ground 
but they told me they were too 
expensive,”he add¬ 
ed. 

A council spo¬ 
kesman said on 
Monday it was dis¬ 
appointed with the 
vandalism, adding: 

“The area is only 
partly fenced off 
because it is part 
of a public sports 
field, which helps 
keep the team’s 
running costs 
down. Therefore it 
is still in public 
ownership, so we 
can’t restrict - and 
should not restrict 
- access to it. 

“The team is 
aware of this and 
the fact that it is on 
a public sports 
field also formed 
part of the funding 
bid process for the 
pitch. 

“Like every 
other public sports 
field in the town, 
the only security 
measures are regu¬ 
lar patrols by the 
council and some¬ 
times the police. 

“These can be 
increased if there 
is reported anti¬ 
social behaviour in 
a particular area. 

We would encour¬ 
age the public who 
may have informa¬ 
tion on the vandal¬ 
ism to report it to 
the police.”

Police 'failing' 
to ease school 
run headache 


EFFORTS to relieve the 
daily traffic nightmare of 
Harlow’s school run are 
being hampered by the 
reluctance of police to tack¬ 
le illegal and inconsiderate 
drivers, according to a new 
report. 

Criticism of the police’s ‘soft¬ 
ly, softly’ approach to parents 
breaking the rules of the road to 
get their children to school is top 
of a list of concerns drawn up by 
a Harlow Council review group. 

But Essex County Council and 
some schools also come in for flack, 
with the adoption of School Travel 
Plans to discourage car use con¬ 
demned as slow and ineffective. 

The review group took evidence

from headteachers, police chiefs, 
county council officers and the public. 

Problems included dangerous driv¬ 
ing, cars on pavements and verges, 
parking on a junction and a mini¬ 
roundabout and children forced into 
the road . 

In a rebuke of the police approach, 
the group’s report states: “The review 
group were concerned by the answers 
provided by the police on enforce¬ 
ment. The police seemed to suggest 
that a ‘softly, softly’ approach was the 
best option when dealing with parents 
who are infringing the law. 

“The police raised the issue that 
there was lack of public consent to 
enforce the law {but) the review 


group believed the vast majority of 
Harlow residents who do not infringe 
would certainly consent to the law 
being enforced.” 

It also notes that 14 of Harlow’s 40 
schools still have no Travel Plan. 

In conclusion, it recommends 
forming a taskforce including school 
and police representatives. The coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny committee was due to 
consider this last night (Wednesday). 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“We find the council’s reaction slight¬ 
ly disappointing, if not greatly sur¬ 
prising, as it is their parking atten¬ 
dants who are charged with enforcing 
restrictions outside schools. 

“Illegal and inconsiderate parking 
on yellow zig-zag lines, double yel¬ 
low lines or on verges are matters for 
the council, not the police. 
Responsibility for enforcement 
changed hands several years ago.”

Strike to hit services 


SERVICES are expected to 
grind to a halt on July 16 and 17 
following confirmation of a 
strike by Unison members. 

Both Harlow Council and 
Essex County Council services 
are due to be affected by the 
protest at a nationally negotiat¬ 
ed 2.45 per cent pay offer. 
Schools could also be hit by the 
action, with school cooks, din¬ 
ner ladies and teaching assis¬ 
tants among those represented 
by Unison. 

The councils have pledged to 
make efforts to keep disruption 
to a minimum, but Unison boss¬ 


es say they expect the stoppage 
to be widely observed. 

Regional union spokesman 
Ian Barber said: “This decision 
has not been taken lightly, but 
years of pay cuts and recent 
hikes in fuel, food and housing 
costs has left members with lit¬ 
tle choice. 

“The employers must realise 
that we mean business. They 
must also understand they can 
resolve this dispute by coming 
up with a decent offer. Our 
members are loyal public serv¬ 
ice workers and our case for fair 
pay is strong.” 


Theatre's low overspend 


THE Playhouse in 
Harlow overspent its 
budget by 3.5 per 
cent in the last 
financial year, a 
result deemed a 
“considerable 
improvement” by 
council chiefs. 

Despite costing 
the taxpayer almost 
£10,000 more than 
anticipated, the fig¬ 


ures look favourable 
compared with 
2006-07 when it 
overspent by 23 per 
cent - or more than 
£70,000. 

Harlow Council 
community services 
head Lynn Seward 
told the audit and 
improvement com¬ 
mittee last Wednes¬ 
day: “The situation 


is continuing to 
improve and my aim 
is that this year The 
Playhouse’s spend¬ 
ing will come in 
dead on target.”

10 facts about the Olympic Games 


THE OFFICIAL FLAG 

Created by Pierre de Coubertin in 1914, the Olympic flag 
contains five interconnected rings on a white background. 
The five coloured rings represent the five significant 
continents and are interconnected to symbolize the 
friendship to be gained from these international 
competitions. The colours were chosen because at least 
one of them appeared on the flag of every country in the 
world. 

THE OLYMPIC MOTTO 

In 1921 Pierre de Coubertin, founder of the modern 
Olympic Games, chose Citius, Altius, Fortius (Swifter, 
Higher, Stronger) for the Olympic motto. 

THE OLYMPIC FLAME 

The Olympic flame is a practice continued from the ancient 
Olympics when a flame was ignited by the sun and then 
kept burning until the closing of the Games. The flame first 
appeared in the modern Olympics at the 1928 Games in 
Amsterdam. The flame itself represents a number of things 
including purity and the endeavor for perfection. In 1936, 
the chairman of the organising committee for the 1936 
Olympic Games, Carl Diem, suggested what is now the 
modern Olympic Torch relay during which it is passed from 
runner to runner from the ancient site of Olympia to the 
stadium in the hosting city. 

THE OLYMPIC HYMN 

The Olympic Hymn, played when the Olympic Flag is 
raised, was composed by Spyros Samaras and the words 
added by Kostis Palamas. It was first played at the 1896 


Olympic Games in Athens but wasn't declared the official 
hymn until 1957. 

MEDALS 

The last Olympic gold medals that were made entirely out 
of gold were awarded in 1912. The Olympic medals are 
designed especially for each individual Games by the host 
city's organising committee. Each medal must be at least 
three millimeters thick and 60 millimeters in diameter. 
FIRST OPENING CEREMONIES 

The first opening ceremonies were held during the 1908 
Olympic Games in London. 

LOCATION 

When choosing locations for the Olympic Games, the 
International Olympic Committee specifically gives the 
honour of holding the Games to a city rather than a country. 

FIRST MODERN CHAMPION 

American James B. Connolly, winner of the hop, step and 
jump which was the first final event in the 1896 Olympics, 
was the first Olympic champion of the modern Games. 

WINTER OLYMPICS 

The winter Olympics were first held in 1924, beginning a 
tradition of holding them a few months earlier and in a 
different city than the summer Games. 

TENNIS 

Tennis was played at the Olympics until 1924 and then 
reinstituted in 1988.

A cover story 
at the market 


T HE origins of Harlow 
Market were explored 
last month in 

Nostalgia - and while today 
it is undoubtedly a shadow 
of its bustling former self, it 
still takes much the same 
form as it did when it first 
opened in 1956. 

But 32 years ago, it came close 
to being axed in favour of a 
trend that had caught on in other 
parts of the country - an indoor 
covered market. 

In a letter to the Harlow 
Development Corporation on 
February 2, 1976, the town’s general 
manager Alan Medd stressed 
councillors’ enthusiasm for the idea 
and frustration that town centre 
development plans at the time made 
no such provision. 

“The council has shown great 
interest in the possibility of having 
a covered market in the town centre 
and I believe that, if a suitable site 
were available, they would be more 
likely than not to establish such a 
market,” he wrote. 



“Up to now, however, the 
Development Corporation has not 
been able to find space within its 
Town Centre Stage IV proposals. As 
the latest application shows that the 
original proposals have already 
undergone substantial changes, and 
as the Corporation and Sir 
Frederick Gibberd stress that the 
town centre is already under¬ 
shopped, I am writing to ask if you 
would once again examine your 
proposals to see whether, even at 
this late stage, space could not be 
found for the provision of a covered 
market.” 

However, in what is perhaps a 
telling sign of how politics worked 
at the time, the elected council 
received short shrift. In a dismissive 
reply, the Development 
Corporation’s social development 
officer L.E. White insisted the 
request came “much too late for 
serious consideration”. 

“The whole design of the town 


centre with the main north/south 
pedestrian walkway linking the two 
major open spaces, the market to 
the north and the Civic Square to 
the south, is dependent upon these 
spaces having a purpose other than 
the purely aesthetic!” he scoffed. 
“The Market Square needs a 
market. 

“When this idea was previously 
mooted, the market traders 
organised a petition in opposition to 
the idea, which was signed by many 
people.” 

And he added: “When Harvey 
Centre is completed there will be a 
shift of emphasis within the town 
centre. The loss of the open market 
in the existing Market Square would 
exacerbate the problem of the 
existing part of the town centre and 
its ‘poor cousin’ relationship with 
the Harvey Centre.” 

And that was the end of that. The 
open air market survives to this day, 
save for the tin shelters erected in 
the 1980s, presumably as some kind 
of compromise. 

One wonders whether it has any 
chance of surviving another 52 
years in its existing form ...

"We have a road called Elizabeth Way and I 
don't believe she is a member of the Labour 
Party."

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Funding fear for free 
swimming in Harlow 

A GOVERNMENT pledge to make public 
swimming pools free to all by 2012 and free to 
over-60s from next year may not apply in Harlow. 
Following last year’s closure of Harlow Pool in First 
Avenue, a new wet-and-dry leisure centre is 
currently being built on former playing fields off 
Second Avenue and is due to open in 2009. 
Announcing its intentions last month, the 
Government said local authorities could claim a 
share of £80m to cover the cost of scrapping 
admission charges for pensioners. 

But because Harlow’s new facility is being built as 
part of the Gateway Project with private sector 
involvement and will not be an entirely council- 
owned and operated facility like the old pool, it is 
unclear whether the free admission policy will 
apply. 

A Gateway spokeswoman said: “We don’t yet know 
the full details of how the Government’s free 
swimming provision for over-60s would work as it 
is too early for them to say but, of course, we would 
be happy to consider it if the necessary funding was 
made available.”

Mugabe slur just 
political banter 

SIR, Robert Halfon really should look back 
through the history books (“Mugabe slur 
served to trivialise real evil”, Letters, June 
26). When Labour was first elected to power 
after the war, the then-Conservative leader 
said that the newly elected Labour 
government would have to rely on the 
Gestapo (Hitler’s secret police) to govern the 
country. 

Rightly or wrongly, political banter has 
always been exchanged by the political 
parties. 

The fact remains that within days of taking 
power, the new Tory council forbade 
Labour’s leading environmentalist councillor 
from taking part in committee discussions 
on the very serious issue of waste disposal 
in Harlow. Very shortly afterwards, the 
Labour group was awarded just one seat on 
all the main committees. It takes two 
councillors to move and second a resolution 
to get a matter heard. 

Embarrassed about their new environmental 
policies having such an impact on the 
households of Harlow, with three wheelie 
bins for every dwelling, no wonder the 
Conservatives are trying to stifle opposition. 
Locally, the Labour Party has been quite 
consistent in the elections it has fought in 
recent years. It has categorically promised to 
maintain weekly rubbish collections.

SIR, As a resident of Old 
Harlow with two young 
children just starting out at 
school, I would like to say how 
relieved I am to hear that the 
poor standards achieved at 
our local comprehensive 
school has finally grabbed the 
right attention (Star, June 12). 
As a parent, poor quality 
secondary schools in Harlow 
is one of my main concerns. 
My fear now is that these 
schools will make every effort 
(with the limited resources 
they have) and will indeed 
show some slight 
improvement just to scrape 
though at the 30 per cent 
level, but to me this is still 
unsatisfactory. 

It would appear from your 
article that those responsible 
like to blame the low pass 
rates of the children on either 
social deprivation or 
government initiatives. To 
blame deprivation is a poor 
excuse and these children 
certainly will be if they are 
not educated. 

I also find this hard to believe 
when other schools just a 


couple of miles along the road 
manage to do so much better 
with the same cross-section of 
children. 

And as for too many 
government initiatives and the 
teachers not being able to 
concentrate on teaching, well 
this is not something new. is 
it? I think teachers need to 
start accepting their roles in 
modern times. The National 
Curriculum requirements 
should not be used as any 
excuse. 

What I would like to know 
now is who will set about 
understanding the underlying 
issues which result in so few 
children obtaining the basic 
qualifications? And will we, as 
parents of future students, get 
to know of them or will this 
issue just simply lose visibility 
until 2011? 

I believe that it is about time 
the local community got more 
involved in these issues and 
put the necessary pressure on 
the Government to say that 
these standards are by no 
means acceptable. Why should 
our local children be cheated 


out of a decent education and 
the best possible start in life? 
Surely we should be 
questioning the headteachers 
who are responsible for 
running these schools? When 
will they, as other leaders in 
business do, learn to stop 
making excuses and take 
accountability? 

Perhaps we should be 
questioning the quality of 
teaching being delivered? Do 
the teachers know how to 
inspire children, uphold 
discipline and encourage 
learning? It would appear 
not,but how do we ever get to 
know? Something 
fundamental seems to be 
missing. 

The problem is that short of 
moving out of Harlow, 
encouraging your child to be 
musical or sporty or religious 
to get into a better school 
outside of town, you can no 
longer in Harlow be assured 
that your children will get to 
attend a decent secondary 
school and to me this is totally 
unacceptable and unfair as it 
just serves to widen the gap 


between social classes. 

Who can provide me with 
some assurance that the 
necessary funding, training 
and monitoring will be put in 
place to address the 
underlying issues at these 
schools? 

Let’s do something now, 
please. I personally like some 
of the new ideas mentioned 
but why wait three years to 
see if things have turned 
around, at which point it will 
be far too late for the children 
currently attending these 
schools? 

A teacher friend of mine said 
to me recently that you 
protect your children in every 
which way you can in life but 
when you send them off to 
school you become helpless. 
How true! 

Let’s hope the education 
minister stands up to this 
challenge or else prepares 
himself for a serious number 
of parents refusing point 
blank to send their children to 
these schools.

Town obesity level 
a cause for concern 


OBESITY levels among 
adults in Harlow are 
alarmingly high, accord¬ 
ing to new data which 
also shows too many 
people are woefully 
under-active. 

A whopping 27 per cent of 
residents are said to be dan¬ 
gerously fat - three per cent 
above the national average - 
and just 8.5 per cent are 
classed as being physically 
active. 

The figures have come to 
light in a Health Profile which 
has collated information on 32 
health-related indicators for all 
local authority areas in 
England. 

The data shows Harlow is 
above the national average in 10 
areas, including the number of 
under-15s not in good health, 
the number of children in pover¬ 
ty, violent crime, statutory 
homelessness, teenage pregnan¬ 
cy and the smoking rate. 

The information, gathered by 
the Association of Public Health 
Observations and released by 
the Department of Health last 
week, is based on figures 
obtained in recent years.

A martial arts romp in 
the way of the panda 


KUNG FU PANDA 

certificate PG, running time 1h 32m 

KING of the goofballs Jack Black 
returns to the big screen in 
perhaps his 
wackiest 
guise yet in 
this 

superior CG 
kids’ 

comedy, as 
an obese 
panda with 
the lofty 
ambition of 
becoming a 
kung fu master. 

And although he 
only lends his vocal 
talents to the role of 
martial arts-obsessed noodle 
chef Po Ping, Black undoubtedly 
provides the extra pulling power for 
what could easily have been a formulaic 
trudge through the moralistic mire of 
kiddie film cliches. 



The familiar plotline is essentially a candyfloss 
marriage of Rocky, The Karate Kid and just about 
every triumph-against-the-odds teen drama ever 
conceived, only with the crucial addition of cute 
talking animals in place of boring humans. 

Even though you already know what’s going to 
happen in the end before you even set foot in the 
cinema, the laugh-out-loud journey to the daddy of all 
animal kung fu showdowns is what should captivate 
audiences of all ages. 

Living the quiet life of an unassuming noodle cook in a 
less oppressive, animated version of China, portly panda 
Po has always dreamed of being a revered martial artist 
but has never been able to put down his chopsticks for long 
enough to get trained. 

But when the time comes for a Dragon Warrior - a master 
of kung fu and heir to the sacred knowledge contained 
within the mysterious Dragon Scroll - to be chosen to 
defend the town against the vengeful return of a rampaging 
ninja tiger, our unlikely hero is accidentally picked. 

Wizened old sensei Master Shifu (Dustin Hoffman, in Mr 
Miyagi mode) is understandably a bit miffed after having 
trained up five agile warriors to fulfil the position, but 
reluctantly agrees to help Po begin to learn some rather nifty 
moves. 

What follows is the inevitable tale of self-doubt, 
determination and iron will as Po struggles with his new 
responsibilities, but it’s executed in such a heart-warmingly 
hilarious way that it never sinks into the trap of becoming 
trite and preachy.

Boozing hero 
gets a chance 
to come clean

WITH the new wave of superhero 
films and comic book adaptations 
hitting the multiplexes in time for 
summer, it’s a bold move 
indeed to attempt to create an 
entirely new kind of 
superhero spoof to do box 
office battle with the big 
boys. 

But when you have a Teflon- 
coated megastar like Will 
Smith, pictured above, playing 
the aforementioned superhero, the 
impossible suddenly seems 
eminently bankable - and when you 
add a whole raft of self-deprecating 
humour and inappropriate boozing into 
the mix, you’re onto a sure-fire winner. 
Smith plays Hancock, the comfortingly 
human but largely unreliable superhero 
who gets the job done - albeit reluctantly, 
and never without leaving a bit of mess 
behind. 

You’ve probably seen the trailer, in which 
he picks up a beached whale and tosses it 
back into the sea only for it to come 
crashing down on top of a yacht anchored 
offshore. Well, it’s avoidable collateral 
damage like this that has seen him fall out 
of favour with the public and seek solace 
at the bottom of a bottle. 

But when he saves the life of hotshot PR 
executive Ray Embrey (Jason Bateman), 
his new friend is so grateful that he insists 
on helping Hancock rebuild his faltering 
public image, complete with a snappy X- 
Men-style uniform - but how far will the 
sardonic superhero go to become the 
model citizen he once loathed? 


Sound check with Chris Moss 


RISING triumphantly from the ashes of Lamacq- 
fancied nearly men Anotherstory, lovelorn indie 
tykes Morning Parade are starting to cause quite a 
stir with their Coldplay-meets-Interpol at twilight 
mini-epics. 

Yes, their sound may not be terribly inventive and, 
yes, there’re plenty of wannabe Chris Martins 
peddling over-earnest, depressing tripe on the pub 
circuit, but the Parade offer so much more. 

The songwriting, for starters, is all heart-on-sleeve 
honesty with not a crocodile tear to be seen, 
meaning the sparse post-rock backdrops don’t have 
to over-compensate for any lyrical or emotional 
shortfall, while Steve Sparrow’s often otherworldly 
voice is by turns haunting and cherubic - the 
perfect accompaniment for the slow-burning 
melancholy at the heart of the band’s sound. 

Picking up where Anotherstory disintegrated, 
Morning Parade sound fresh, rejuvenated and ready 
to take on the most ruthless of A&R suits. You’ll 
either love them or hate them, but discount them at 
your peril.

Sigur Ros (album, EMI) 

Whatever your view on the Icelandic quartet's uncompromisingly 
epic sound - sophisticated whale songs to accompany the artful 
lovemaking of lapsed tie-dyes or an elegant orchestra of 
otherworldly grandeur - there’s no denying the unearthly glacial 
beauty of their fifth album.

Jolting return for the beast of war 


RAM BO 

(Sony Pictures Home Entertainment, 18, retail & 
rental) 

Fans so wanted this to be a worthy sequel to First 
Blood and not just another gormless cash-in on the 
franchise, hoping for an achievement along the lines 
of the recent Rocky Balboa - a fitting end to the way 
it started regardless of the variable quality of all that 
came between. 

So it’s a joy to report that Sylvester Stallone delivers 
the goods, and then some, with one of the leanest, 
meanest and most ferocious action movies in years. 
The star/co-writer/director has a perfect grasp of his 
iconic character and wisely saddles him with no more 
baggage than a burnt-out, weary contempt for a 
world depressingly going to hell in a handcart. 

The plot couldn’t be simpler, opening with John 
Rambo living in obscurity in Thailand until American 
missionaries seek him out to sneak them into Burma; 
when they’re abducted by the regime as pawns in the 
ongoing persecution of the Karen hill tribes, Rambo 
and a ragtag team of church-funded mercenaries are 
their only chance of rescue. 

What’s astonishing for a mainstream film is the 
degree of jaw-dropping, unbelievably brutal violence 
on show. It’s not the gratuitous, playful carnage of a 
splatter movie, but violence in the sense that this is 
what it looks like when people get shot at close 
range; there are no graceful Matrix- like ballet swoops 
of gunplay, just explosions of red mist and bone 
leaving appallingly realistic damage. 

The first indication of this grim tone comes with a 
shockingly graphic massacre by Burmese soldiers. 
Movies usually depict atrocities obliquely, typically 
opening on the aftermath as a character fills in the 
details in retrospect, a device giving an audience the 
information without confronting it with the blunt 
actuality. But Rambo subjects its viewers to the visual 
trauma of the event itself, more readily recalling war 
atrocity films such as Black Sun: The Nanking 
Massacre with the sheer intensity of its unflinching 
gaze. 

Yet despite depicting the horrors of war as a deeply 
ugly thing, it’s a totally adrenalising moment when 
the tables turn and John J gets up behind a blazing 
M50; again, Stallone nails the iconography perfectly - 
at this point, Rambo isn’t a traumatised veteran but a 
gore-soaked, Old Testament god of war and in this 
world (as, probably, in reality), you don’t negotiate or 
pray regimes like the Burmese junta away - you get 
yourself a giant gun and turn them to jam. 

It’s an opinion the Karen most likely share - the film’s 
banned in Burma but it’s being reported that the 
Karen are smuggling copies in and that many are 
adopting the Rambo’s “live for nothing, or die for 
something” line as a motto.

footage locations. 

More playful in tone than Department S, these 26 
episodes usually find him the target of nefarious plots 
due to his fame or embroiled in the loose threads of 
old cases and contacts, with guest stars including 
gorgeous Hammer starlets Ingrid Pitt, Madeline Smith, 
Yutte Stensgaard, Kate O’Mara and Stephanie 
Beacham plus familiar faces Dennis Price, Michelle 
Dotrice, Freddie Jones, Ralph Bates, Felicity Kendal, 
John Le Mesurier, Burt Kwouk and Patrick Troughton. 
Extras include a commentary for one episode, stills, 
music and the Wyngarde-starring TV play The Cross 
Fire, set in Algeria during colonial rule and featuring 
Eric Portman and Ian Hendry.

(Revolver Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Filmmaker Alex Gibney follows his hugely informative 
expose Enron: The Smartest Guys In The Room with 
this Oscar-winning, angry look at America’s shameful 
and systemic use of torture to further its War On 
Terror. 

Focusing on the abduction, incarceration, torture and 
murder of innocent Afghan taxi driver Dilawar at the 
hands of US soldiers in Bagram, the documentary 
talks to those who carried out the abuses of basic 
human rights and the victims who survived it while 
unravelling the confusingly opaque culture of 
encouragement which came direct from the White 
House and made such crimes inevitable. 

Using previously unseen and distressing images from 


inside Bagram, Abu Ghraib and Guantanamo Bay, it’s 
an enraging, emotionally devastating portrait of the 
powerful flouting basic morality and international law 
in the ignorant conviction that intelligence obtained 
by torture has any value whatsoever, and then 
subsequently evading responsibility and punishing 
those at the bottom of the chain of command. 
Harrowing and essential viewing for anybody who 
cares about truth and freedom - and what’s being 
done to undermine them in, ironically, the guise of 
protecting them.

SPIDER FOREST

Korea seems to have cornered the market in 
melancholy, tragic supernatural drama and this 
intelligent, slow-burning tale is no exception. 

After discovering the bodies of his girlfriend and a 
man splashed around a remote cabin in the 
eponymous woodland, recently widowed TV 
producer Kang Min chases what he believes to be 
their killer, is attacked and subsequently run down by 
a car. 

He awakes from a brief coma to find gaps in his 
memory and painfully begins to retrace his steps, but 
the recovered pieces of his past begin take on an 
ominous tone as the truth becomes clearer. 

With elements of Memento, Jacob’s Ladder and even 
The Man Who Haunted Himself, director Song Il-gon 
crafts a quietly absorbing mystery, perhaps 
occasionally a little confusing in its multiple 
flashbacks but tinged throughout with a profound 
sadness and an atmosphere of mounting dread.

C ERTAIN cars are 
born great, others 
have greatness 
thrust upon them. 
Then there’s another 
category of cars that have 
pimply adolescents thrust 
upon them. 

Into this category came the Citroen 
Saxo VTR, a car that developed a 
cult following among those who 
craved performance and style but 
couldn’t stomach big insurance 
bills. 

Such was the success of the VTR 
model that it came to account for a 
disproportionate percentage of 
total Saxo sales, giving Citroen a 
decidedly peachy bottom line. 

Time, however, caught up with it 
and, as ever more sophisticated 
rivals waded in, a replacement was 
sought. In the distinctly 
unconventional shape of the C2 
VTR, Citroen reckon it’s found it. 
After the familiar form of the Saxo, 
the C2 VTR comes as something of 
a shock. Unlike many cars that 
create a sudden negative or 
affirmative response regarding 
their styling, the C2 provoked a riot 
of discussion about whether that 
‘round at the front, sharp at the 
back’ shape worked. The closest we 
could get to consensus was that it 
looked at first striking, then 
awkward, but once you took time to 
get your eye used to it, yes it did 
work. 

What’s beyond any reasonable 
doubt is that the VTR version looks 
a whole heap better than the

standard shopping trolley version. 
With a chunky sill and spoiler kit 
as well as 16-inch alloy wheels and 
colour-keyed bumpers, the VTR 
does a great job of walking the fine 
line between aggression and 
juvenility. 

So many manufacturers try to 
create a sporting hatch and just 
end up producing a car that few 
over the age of 22 would ever be 
seen dead in. With a long pedigree 
of producing credible performance 
hatches, Citroen hasn’t fallen into 
that particular trap. 

Powered by a llObhp 1.6-litre 16- 
valve engine, the VTR walks the 
walk, too, accelerating to 60mph in 
10.7 seconds and running on to a 
top speed of 121mph. 

Of course, this isn’t premier league 
hot hatch territory, but neither is 
the Group 6 insurance rating - one 
of the key attractions for younger 
customers. They’ll also give thanks 
to the VTR’s ability to average 
45mpg in everyday driving 
conditions. 

Citroen has been spectacularly 
successful in offering incentives 
that have lured young drivers to 
embark upon the Citroen way and 
the VTR is bound to be no 
different. Look for cashbacks and 
free insurance offers and if none is 
forthcoming, try the Citroen dealer 
down the road. 

It’s impossible to carp about the C2 
VTR value proposition. Weighing 


in at £11,695, if you take underlying 
inflation into account, the VTR 
works out at less than its sparsely 
equipped Saxo predecessor retailed 
at seven years ago and it’s 
equipped with a semi-automatic 
Sensodrive gearbox. 

It’s now accompanied by a 125bhp 
VTS model priced at £800 more and 
a VTS HDi alternative which 
comes in at £1,000 more again, but 
the VTR is still likely to be the big 
seller. With lObhp more than its 
Saxo predecessor and a whole 
bunch more standard equipment, 
the £995 premium being asked for 
the latest VTR model over the old 
version looks reasonable value. 
Despite being even shorter than a 
Saxo, the VTR is easily able to seat 
four in comfort. Lessons have been 
learned from the reception given to 
the C3 interior and the C2 adopts 
many of the funkier styling 
touches such as the ventilation 
system and the bar rev counter and 
introduces a few of its own. 

Interior materials quality has been 
improved with the introduction of 


the upmarket dashboard also found 
in the C3 featuring high-grade 
plastics and silver detailing. 

There’s a wide range of trim 
choices from sober monotones 
right up to the most extrovert two- 
tone designs. 

The steering adjusts for rake and 
reach plus there’s a height 
adjustable seat. Few will have any 
cause for complaint given the 
amount of space in the front of the 
cabin as it feels no smaller than the 
C3, a car already renowned for its 
spaciousness. 

Like the C3, the C2 gets a can 
holder ahead of the gear lever as 
well as generously proportioned 
door bins that can accommodate a 
500ml bottle of pop. 

Access to the rear isn’t bad and 
Citroen has displayed admirable 
pragmatism in failing to pretend 
that the C2 is anything other than a 
four-seater. So many small cars 
cram three belts in across the back 
and end up trussing occupants up 
like a leg of lamb, but the two rear 
seats of the C2 are well sculpted 


and respectable in terms of knee 
and shoulder room, although taller 
passengers may feel the sloping 
roof impinges on their coif. 

The VTR also gets the rear seat 
system where the seats 
individually slide, recline, fold and 
tumble. This allows the owner to 
optimise luggage or passenger 
space by sliding the seats on 
runners, but in order to fold the 
rear seats fully flat, the front ones 
need to be run a long way forward, 
precluding this possibility for long- 
legged drivers and front 
passengers. It’s also fitted with a 
tailgate that splits into two sections 
to ease loading in tight spots. 

With a number of safety features 
that include twin front and side 
airbags on all models and power 
assisted steering across the range, 
the C2 VTR looks a decent buy. 

Big car features like anti-lock 
brakes with electronic brakeforce 
distribution (EBD) and brake assist 
are fitted as standard, as are sports 
seats and even cruise control - 
surely a first for such a tiny car. 

If you really want to push the boat 
out, the VTR can be specified with 
Citroen’s RT3 system, 
incorporating a voice activated 
phone, satellite navigation and a 
five-disc CD autochanger. 

Owners and insurers alike will be 
relieved to hear that Citroen has 
fitted a proper Thatcham-approved 
anti-theft alarm as standard. 

The C2 VTR has a serious weight of 
expectation resting upon its little 
shoulders. So far it seems to be 
bearing up extremely well.

To Beijing, or 
not to Beijing 

Contrasting Olympic fortunes for top sportsmen

THE countdown to the 
Olympic Games has 
begun in earnest but the 
fortunes of two Harlow 
sportsmen could not be 
more different. 

While former Mark Hall 
School pupil Acer Nethercott 
spent this week in the Great 
Britain rowing squad’s high- 
altitude training camp in 
Austria as he gets used to the 
conditions he will face in 
China, athlete Andrew 
Osagie has been forced to 
miss out on the Olympic tri¬ 
als on July 12-13. 

The Harlow Athletic Club 
800m runner has been dogged 
by a foot injury since last year. 

He made a comeback in the 
spring but a recurrence of the 
foot injury forced him to pull out 
of competition. 

A later scan revealed a break 
and this has kept him out for 
three months. 

The former Leventhorpe 
School pupil, now at St Mary’s 
University in London, has bat¬ 
tled back however, and should 


return to competitive action at 
the end of this month. 

That will be too late for the 
Olympics. 

The 20-year-old must instead 
concentrate on the UK Athletics 
Championships in September. 

It is frustrating for Osagie, 
who has made huge progress in 
his running in the last two years. 

Osagie, who also competes in 
the 400m, beat Great Britain 
rival Richard Hill at the BUS A 
Championship in 2007 and with¬ 
out injury he would arguably be 
heading to Beijing. 


Certainly the athletics world 
rates him as one of the future 
stars of British running. 

Harlow Athletic Club secre¬ 
tary Catherine Bauer told Star 
Sport: “It’s gutting for him, but 
he is still only 20. He came back 
in March or April and it went 
again. It’s the old injury. He is 
hoping it won’t be too long for 
him to come back.” 

Osagie was also forced to 
miss last weekend’s European 
Cup, a competition he had firm¬ 
ly in his sights in June 2007 
when he represented England in 


Bratislava. 

It is in stark contrast to Great 
Britain rowing eights cox 
Nethercott. 

The 30-year-old, who coxed 
the GB team to victory in the 
World Cup in Poland last month, 
emailed Star Sport from his 
training camp in Austria. 

He said: “This is my first 
Olympics. I broke into the team 
in 2005 after my [University] 
Boat Races, and have been cox¬ 
ing the GB 8+ ever since. 

“The Beijing Olympics will 
be for us the culmination of a 
four-year project that started 
way back in 2005 at the begin¬ 
ning of this Olympiad, and so 
it’s something we’re getting real¬ 
ly excited about. 

“And then in addition to it 
being the culmination of four 
years’ worth of work, it is, of 
course, the Olympics, the great¬ 
est sporting event on the planet. 
To be a part of that is going to be 
amazing. It’s something I’m 
massively looking forward to. 

“Most of our crews are going 
out there with realistic dreams of 
a least a medal. That goes for 
my crew - the men’s eight - as 
much as any other. 

“We won the bronze medal at 
last year’s World Championships 
and won the World Cup series of 
regattas in Europe this summer.
